Daatn of (the Famous •'Aztec." 


"Aztec," Powers & Son's famous three- 


yea.'-old rnnning horse, died yesterday at 
Lexington, Ky., of lung fever. The news 
reached the owners in this city yesterday 
The career of this runner on the turf wui 
brief but brilliant, / and southern and 
western horsemen were made to fear him 
because of his wonderful achievements ai 
New Orleans, Memphis, Covington and 
Louisville. "Aztec" was sired by Aramia, 
first dam Dora by Pat Maioy, and he waa 
foaled on the Powers' stock farm near 
this city. In the spring of the present 
year Aztec made his first run. It was at 
New Orleans, in a field of 13 three-year- 
olds, when he ran second to Drake Carter, 
sold recently to Lori] lard for 817,300. 
Later, at Memphis, Aztec won the Post 
stakes for all ages, and also the three- 
year-old stakes. He got off at Chicago, 
but lost on account ot the mud. He 
was then brought home, and remained 
here until August, when he went to Cov- 
ington, Ky., and won two big stakes, nnd 
two at Louisville, and the next day he 
ran his last race at Memphis, where he 
lost by a noee. Azlec was a nervy horse, 
and held his own with the beat flyers in 
the west, He had good staying qualities, 
having the endurance to tire ow his com- 
petitors in a hot run of three-quarters of 
a mile, and could then rest up and go 
ahead again at a breackneok speed. Dur- 
ing the past fall Aztec's winnings aggre- 
gated about 810,000. 
rlhe owners had 


been offered 820,000 for him. They feel 
quite badly over the death of their noted 
nmner, partionlaily Tberon Powers, who 
was a great admirer of Aztec. The run- 
ner will be bnried at Lexington, and his 
stall companion, Aretino, will be returned 
to this city. 


A Celebrated Cose. 


The arguments of opposing counsel in 


the somewhat celebrated case of John 
Sawyer and Wm. Schroll against the 
commissioners of the Stevens Creek Spe- 
cial Drainage District, were made in the 
county court Tuesday before Judge Greer 
and the jury. The speech-making was 
opened by C. A. Ewing, for the defend- 
ants, and he was followed by I A. Buck- 
ingham and I. B. Mills, for the plaintiffs, 
The closing argument was made by E. P. 
Vail, for tha defendants, when Judge 
Greer gave his instructions to the jury. 
The plaintiffs claim that they should not 
pay the assessments made by the com 
missionere because they allege they will 
not be bencfitted by the building of the 
big ditcb, which is designed to furnish 
drainage for from 8,000 to 10,000 acres of 
land in the northeastern part of the coun- 
ty. Tue case will probably be taken to 
the highest tribunal, no matter how it 
may go in the lower courts. 


The Magill Suicide. 


At Clinton, yesterday, Samuel Magill 


ended his life by taking strychnine. A 
short time previous to his death he calmly 
announced to his family the step he had 
taken and before medical aid could be 
summoned he was dead. What prompted 
lim to take bis life is a matter ot pre- 
sumption, but it seems apparent that the 
act was done while laboring under men- 
tal despondency, caused by the recent 
death of two brothers, and he is the last 
of the firm of Magill Bros., formeib com- 
posed of four, who possessed a large 
amount of real estate and other property 
in DeWitt county and elsewhere. For- 
merly he was a railroad contractor, later 
a banker and land-holder, but at the time 
of his death he was living in retirement 
in commercial circles. His loss will be 
seriously felt. He leaves a very large 
estate, whioh is valued at 3300,000. He 
leaves a widow end a eon, '20 years of age, 
who is a member of the banking firm of 
John Warner & Co. 


The Last of the Family. 


A correspondent writes of the suicide 


of Samuel Magill, of Clinton, and eays 
that Mr. Magill was the last of four 
brothers, two of whom died ot consump- 
tion within the past year. The first one, 
Robert, also died of the same disease in 
1874. In 1853 they came to Illinois and 
settled in Bloomington. At this time 
they were railroad contractors, but short- 
ly after they left that city and came to 
Clinton, where they devoted their atten- 
tion to farming and Buying land. Magill 
Bros, was a very successful firm, nnd by 
industry and economy accumulated much 
of tho world's wealth, representing to-day 
many valuable lands and property in De- 
Witt county and elsewhere. About five 
months ago Samuel Magill forsook busi- 
ness life and has since lived in retirement. 
He was a man of unquestioned integrity, 
and of much value in the community in 
whioh he lived. Among business circles 
Clinton has sustained a loss that will be 
perceptibly felt, and from whioh it will 
take some time to recover.

ALL QUIET AT LINCOLN. 


Pull Text of Judge Lacy's Opinion in tn 


Ca.rpeiii.er Case. 


Mr. O. A. uarpenter Attending to Buai 


ness, as Usual.

the effect that Mr. O. A, Carpenter, th 
accused in the Zura Barns case, having 
given bond in the sum of 510,000 for hi 
appearance at the January term of court 
has not gone away, nor dues he intend to 
leave. He is at his grain office, to-day 
attending to business as usual, and there 
is no disposition among the people to do 
him violence. The people are satistiet 
with the decision of Judge Lacy. Mr 
'Burns, father of Zura, left for St. Elm 
to-day. He expressed himself as satisfiei 
witU the termination of the examination 


JDDQB LAOY'S OPINION. 


The decision ot Judge Lacy in holding 


O. A. Carpenter to bail, which was ren 
dered at Lincoln on Saturday, will be 
read with very general interest The fol 
lowing is the full text of the opinion: 


This case is one of the most extraordi 


nary that it has ever been my duty to ex 
ammeintoor try as a judicial officer, both 
on account of the enormity of the crime 
and the great mystery that surrounds it 
It has already become notorious from 
one end of the Union to the other. Thi 
fact that a youug woman some 2 J years 
ol age, in good health, and in the prime 
ot life and vigor, has been cruelly and in 
humanly butchered, first being knockec 
on the head with a bludgeon, and then 
having her throat cut from ear to ear for 
no apparent justification, cause or offense 
on her part IB quite sulBcieut to and has 
aroused the just indignation of all peo 
pie who love law and order and ubuoi 
crime. The inhuman crime took place in 
the midst of a people who are among the 
most orderly and luw-abidma in the state 
To add to the interest which surrounds 
it, the evidence fails to show any motive 
unless it be an attempt to cover up a so- 
cial crime and to shield from exposure 
the guilty author of the deceased girl's 
cruel misfortune. To still add to the ab- 
sorbing interest, the defendant is a man 
who had always, prior to the time of this 
occurrence, borne an exceptionally good 
character and is the father of a respected 
family. This fact shou d not. however 
in the least excuse or palliate the crime 
if it ia once proven in accordance with 
the forms and requirements ot the law 
It can only be considered in the defend- 
ant's favor when taken into account with 
all the circumstantial evidence in the 
case. 


The hearing of |the case has occupied 


some five days, add in that time a great 
number ol witnesses have been examined 
for and against the defendant, and the 
fullest latitude consistent with the rules 
of law has been given, it being the ear- 
nest desire to arrive at the truth. The 
preparation, management, and conduct ol 
the case shows that the people of the 
county of Logan, earnestly desiring the 
punishment ot the guilty, have made ev- 
ery effort in their power to discover the 
evidence necessary to convict the guilty 
party. In tbia endeavor the people have 
been most efficiently aided by the able at- 
torneys for the prosecution and by the 
efficient services ot the officers of the law 
in this county. Detectives have been at 
work and everything has been done that 
apparently could be done to shed light 
on the case and discover the truth. Tae 
defendant has also been ably defended. 


The evidence is all circumstantial. The 


deed was committed in the dead of the 
night. No eye-witnesses oan testify to 
having seen the crime committed. The 
evidence is wholly circumstantial, and 
does not appear to me at all conclusive 
to show defendant's gulit in determining 
the question before me. The proof nec- 
essary to sustain « verdict ot guilty in 
case of trial must be considered, as well 
as the requirements and rules ot law as to 
the degree of -proof necessary in cases 
where it is wholly circumstantial, is that 
the defendant's guilt must be shown be- 
yond a reasonable doubt. The" law pre- 
sumes the defendant innocent until he is 
proven guilty by evidence so plain and 
conclusive that no reasonable doubt re- 
muius. The people must prove guilt It 
cannot be presumed. 
The defendant 


would not be obliged to show who mur- 
dered the deceased. It is for the people 
to show that he did, and the proof must 
be so strong that there can be no reason- 
able hypothesis consistent with the evi- 
dence upon which innocence can rest. If 
there is, tho defendant should be acquit- 
ted. 
It there be such a doubt in the 


case after hearing all tha evidence and 
weighing it fairly aud reasonably, that a 
reasonably prudent man would pause and 
hesitate were he called upon to act under 
similar circumstances in tho graver tran- 
sactions of life, then the defendant should 
be acquitted. These are some of the rules 
of law that have been long established 
lor the safety ot the citizens. Though by 
their operation sometimes guilty parties 
escape, yet oftener the innocent are pro- 
tected, and in general they have been 
found beneficial to society. They are the 
law of the land, and most be obeyed. - 


In thia examination the rales of law by 


which the case must be finally tried must 
to kept steadily in view. First, in deter- 
mining whether the case is bailable, and 
next whether the defendant should be 
icld to bail or discharged Sec. 7 of Art. 
2 of the Constitution provides "that all 
persona shall be bailable by sufficient 
mreties except for capital offenses where 
:he proot is evident or the presumption 
jrjat." After a careful consideration ot 
ill the evidence, I am ot the opinion that 
lisa guilt of the defendant is not so evi- 
dent, according to the letter and spirit of 
the Constitution, that bail should be re- 
rased, yet I feel that there is a "probable 
:ause," according to the meaning of Sec. 
S63 of the criminal code, and shall hold 
•he defendant to bail. I think, in view 
of all the evidence, the case should be sub- 
mitted to the consideration of the grand 
iury. 
, 


I shall purposely refrain from discuss- 


ing the weight and bearing of the evidence 
n detail for the. obvious reason thai the 
case will be submitted to the grand jury 


and may be tried by a petit jury, and 
would not be proper for me, who migh 
preside at the trial, to at this time ente 
into a more extended examination of th 
evidence and its bearing than is necesear 
to the determination of the questions be 
fore me. It is therefore my decision tha 
the defendant be held to bail in the pec a 
sum of 810,000, with good security, fo 
his appearance at the next term of th 
Logan county circuit court, to beheld th 
third Monday of January, A. D. 1884.

THE SEWING MACHINE FACTORY. 


Prospects Brighter fop the Location of 
the " Fairbanks" Industry 


In Decatur. 


REPUBLICAN readers are aware of the 


fact that for some weeks negotiations 
have been in progress looking to the loca- 
tion of the " Fairbanks " sewing machine 
factory in Decatur. The initiatory steps 
on behalf of the community were taken 
by Mayor Chambers, who appointed 
Messrs. J. M. Cloke , H. Mueller, P. 
Loeb, Geo. P. Blume and F. Kuny to in- 
vestigate and report. They did so and 
reported favorably. 


PBOPOSITION ACCEPTED. 


At the meeting of the committee held 


last evening Mr. J. M. Coohrane, for the 
Belleville company, made a final propo- 
sition to Decatur, which was that the 
Belleville company will turn in the sew- 
ing machine plant valued at 8115,000, 
against stock not less than $100,000 to be 
raised by Decatur people. The commit- 
tee readily accepted this proposition, and 
united the stock of the new company will 
represent not less than 8215,000, and per- 
haps $240,000 or $250,000, as the Decatnr 
conmfittee believes that Deoatur can 
easily subscribe 8125,000 or 
$135,000 


worth of stock, besides raising a reason- 
able bonus, not for the Belleville parties, 
but for the new company. The action of 
the committee last night means that 
Decatur wants Ihe factory, and now it is 
in order for our local capitalists, mer- 
chants and others to put their shoulders 
to the wheel and do their part toward 
raising the required amonut of stock. 


A committee has been appointed to 


supervise the stock subscription, and 
when the money has been raised the new 
company will be organized. The com- 
mittee feel that they will have no trouble 
in getting the stock desired, as the fac- 
tory will be a big thing for the city and 
boom business in nearly every branch of 
trade. 


THE "FAIRBANKS" MACHINE 


was invented by Mr. W. J. Stewart, who 
with Mr. J. Koska, treasurer of the Belle- 
ville company, is in the city to-day. The 
machine has been on the market—4,000 
of them—for four years, and they are pro- 
nounced to be as good as the beat. The 
Decatnr committee have not gone into 
the investigation blindly. A number of 
the "Fairbanks" machines have been in 
Decatur many weeks and have been thor- 
oughly tested by the most skillful operat- 
ors at J. R. Race & Co.'s, at Lewis Fleury's 
establishment at Miss Eastman's dress- 
making parlors, and also by otherpartiea. 
All unite in the verdict that the "Fair- 
banks" is as good as the. best machine on 
the market. This is certainly sufficient 
evidence that the "Fairbanks" is all that 
is claimed for it, and is a worthy and 
perfected machine—a sewing machine 
that is already a household favorite 
wherever it has been introduced. 


BUSINESS POINTS. 


The location of the factory will necessi- 


tate the erection of extensive buildings, 
plans for which have already been drawn, 
and may be seen at Mr. Clokey's office. 
The buildings are two stones high, and 
will be built in the form of a triangle. 
The frontage is 300 feet, 40 feet wide, and 
ihe L is 200x25 feet. At the rear are the 
Japanning department, the engine room 
and stables. The company already has 
enough machinery to fill a building as 
arge as the Haworth factory, and it is 
all in good condition, ready tc commence 
;he manufacture of sewing machines as 
soon as transferred and placed in position. 
The factory cannot start without 150 em- 
ployes, many of tbem skilled mechanics. 
The salary of these operatives will average 
$2.00 a day, or $300 a day for the 160 
operatives. 
At this rate the aggregate 


iarnings of the operatives for 300 working 
days in the year will be 190,000, and near- 
y all this large sum will at once go into 
own lots, comfortable houses, and into 
;he pockets of the merchants, and as the 
jusinesa of the factory grows, as it surely 
will, the facilities will be increased and 
consequently more help will be required. 
The Watch Factory, with its 1,000 opera- 
ives, is' a big thing for Springfield, and 
he "Fairbanks' factory will prove equal- 
y as big a thing for Decatur. 


It now remains for our moneyed men 
o take hold of this enterprise and take 
tock. The committee will be around to 


upon those whom they think will 


give the enterprise their aid.

deavor to show that she is an immoral 
person, and that in reference to Zura 
Burns she acted as a procuress. This is 
a bold course for the defense to pursue, 
but we have assurances that this will be 
the policy of the counsel for Carpenter, 
who hope to induce Judge Lacy to re- 
leaee the accused. The feeling at Lincoln 
is said to be strong against Carpenter, 
and it is believed that the accused will 
be held.

LINCOLN, ILL, Nov. 9.—In all proba- 


bility the examination of O. A. Carpenter 
will eomp to a close this evening, when 
Judge Lacy will give his decision. He 
stated last night that he expected the 
case to close to-night so that be could go 
home Saturday.

as his counsel claim that should he testify 
his evidence might produce a rupture in 
his family if he were made to acknowl- 
edge being with Miss Bums at Peoria.

Twelve reporters who have heard all 


the testimony took a vote last night as to 
whether Carpenter would be held. Nine 
voted that Lacy would hold him to bail, 
and three that he would be acquitted. 


CABPENTER HELD. 


He Gives Bond In tne Sum of $1O,OOO, 


and Is at Utterty. 


A Demonstration by tne Fatner of Zura 


Burns.

LINCOLN, ILL , Nov. 10—1 p. m.—The 


preliminary examination of Orrin A. Car- 
penter for the alleged murder of Zura 
Burns, before Judge Lacy, came to an 
end' between 10 and 11 o'clock this fore- 
noon. The prosecution offered rebutta! 
evidence, when the case closed. 


OAEPENTEB HELD. 


Judge Lacy in a few words summed 


up the case, while the people who crowded 
the court-room almoslt to suffocation 
waited breathlessly to hear the final words 
They were that O. A. Carpenter be held 
to await the action of the grand jury al 
the January term of the Logan county 
circuit court. Bail was fixed at 810,000, 
which was immediately furnished. The 
bondsmen were F. A. Foley, M. Esten, 
Mr. Elgar, F. P. Koebnelly and oth- 
ers, all wealthy ruen, and Carpenter was 
released from the further custody of 
Sheriff Wendell. 


ATTEMPTED ASSAULT. 


Mr. Burns, the father of Zura, was in 


the court room, and when Judge Lacy 
gave his decision he stepped toward Car- 
penter in a threatening way as if to as- 
sault him, but a deputy sheriff jumped 
forward and prevented violence. It is 
reported that Burns had a revolver and 
was going to shoot Carpenter when inter- 
ference prevented. 


All is quiet at this hour, and there is 


little possibility that violence will be done 
Carpenter, as those who believe him 
guilty are satisfied with the ending of the 
examination. 


Mr. Koehn, proprietor of the Nolte 


House, was closely questioned last night 
by the officers. He had testified that the 
three tramps who testified that they saw 
alight in Carpenter's office Sunday night, 
had come to bis house and had the pay- 
ment of their bills guaranteed by Carpen- 
ter's partner. Four railroad men, stop- 
ping at another house, near the office, 
made affidavit lust night that on the Sun- 
day evening in question they went to the 
pump, and that they saw no light in tbe 
office. This rebuttal testimony was the 
closing feature ot the hearing.

•their own sex. 


JDDQE McCBAnv, of the United 


States Circuit Court at Des Moines, 
decided the other day to the effect 
that a State cannot limit railroad 
charges between two points when 
one of them is in another State. The 
power of a State in that regard, he 
holds, is limited to hauls within its 
own territory, and any attempt to 
go beyond that is an infringement 
upon the right of the United States 
4o regulate interstate commerce, and 
would also, he claims, enable one 
atate to discriminate against the 
commerce of other States. 


THB Minneapolis Tribune, noting

THE report of Mr. EYans, the com- 


missioner of internal revenue, shows 
.hat the income of his department is 
only two millions less than for the 
preceding year. This is owing to 
:he increased revenue for distilled 
spirits. 1'or the first three months 
of the current year the internal 
revenue has been reduced nearly 
eight millions, compared with the 
amount received in the correspond 
ing period of 1882. Mr. Evan* 
points out that the reforms intro- 
duced in the service, such as the con- 
solidation of the districts, have 
worked admirably. While the offi 
cials are thus shown to be pleased 
with the result of recent changes, it 
may be remarked that the people 
have been enormously relieved by 
ihe removal of many petty exactions 
and annoyances.

crat) will vote for a United States 
Senator to succeed Mr. Platt in 
J.885, almost certainly assuring the 
election of a Republican. It is en- 
tirely safe to predict that Connecti- 
cut's electoral vote in 1884 will, as 
always heretofore, be cast for a lie- 
publican President. 
Like Ohio, that 


state is occasionally "doubtful" in 
off years, but is always reliably Re- 
publican when a President is to be 
elected.

father, or who he was. "Heis-shronded," ' 
nays Douglass, "in. a mystery 1 have 
lever been able to i penetrate. Slavery 
aasno use for either fathers or families. 
My knowledge of my mother is very 
scanty, but very distinct. She was fnU 
and finely proportioned, of deep black, 
jfossjyiomplexion, had regular features, 
ind among the other slaves was re- 
markably sedate in her manners. We 
were separated when I was but an in- 
fant, and, of course, before I knew my 
mother from any one else. I remember 
her only in her visits to me on Col. 
Lloyd's plantation, and in the kitchen 
of my old master. 
Her visits to me 


there were few in number, brief in 
duration and mostly made in the night. 
The pains she took and the toils she 
endured to see me tells ir»e that a true 
mother's heart was her's, and that 
slavery had not paralyzed it with nn- 
motherly indifference." 


The last time he ever saw his mother 


she walked twelve miles after her work 
to see him, and found that he had hail 
no food since morning. 
She gave him 


a sweet cake shaped like a heart, and 
lie went to sleep on her lap and awoke 
in the morning to find his mother gone 
forever. 
"The heartless and ghastly 


form of slavery," he says, "rises be- 
tween mother aid child even at the bed 
of death. I was not allowed to visit 
her during any part of her long illness. 
I learned that she could read and that 
she was the only one of all the slaves 
and colored people, in Tuckahoe who 
enjoyed that advantage. How she ac- 
quired this knowledge I know not. Her 
grave is as the grave of the dead at 
sea—unmarked, and without a stone or 
i stake." She was buried in the neigh- 
borhood of Hillsborough, on the Chop- 
tanek river. 


The "Oil Spot" of the Sen.

"So much has been said of late Re- 


garding the use of oil by vesselnieu 
clnring heavy storms," 
said Lieut.

"flio 'oil spot' is situated about ten 


miles houth of Snbine Pnss, into which 
flows the Sabine river to the gulf of 
Mexico. 'The river forms the boundary 
between the states of Louisiana and 
Texas. 
The 'oil spot' extends two 


miles along shore and seaward about 
three-quarters of a mile. A storm from 
the northeast, by way of east to bouth- 
east, lias a ralce of from 300 to 700 
miles across the gulf of Mexico into 
this mystic haven. 
During a gale this 


spot is \\ onderfullv defined. Looking 
seaward, the scene is grand. An acre 
of towering foam marks the abrupt dis- 
solution of the lashing seas as they 
thunder towards the shore. 
This oc- 


curs in about three fathoms, or eighteen 
feet of water, from which the storm- 
driven craft, creaking and straining in 
every timber, emerges and suddenly 
finds herself reposing 
like a child 


rocked in its mother's arms, hemmed in 
by a wall of wrath, where the weary 
mariners can be lulled to rest by the 
roar of the winds. The place is termed 
the 'oil spot," not from any known analy- 
sis of its nature, but simply from its. 
condition; it has no troubled water. It 
is to be hoped that some scientist will 
unfold its wonders."
